CAndi^opogon scop^r-ius) 

Little bluestem is g vigoF-ous, long Iive4, native 
buncbgF-^ss which is wi4ely 4istnbute4 oveF- most 
of the b'nite4 States. It is pF-ev^lent in the Gf-eat 
Plains, particulaF-ly in the Flint Hill sections of 
Kansas an4 Oklahoma, wheF-e it supplies 
4epen4able grazing an4 cuF-e4 foF-age. This gp-ass is 
the key component of the tme pF-aiXe gF-ass 
mixtuF-e. 

Little bluestem is sm^llei^tb^n big bluestem. 
The two usually fom close association, but 
little bluestem is more ^mught-i^esist^nt ^nd 
is ^4^pted to sites tb^t b^ve limited moistui-e. 
Little bluestem is easily establisbed on a wide 
F-ange of soil types.

CBuchloe dl^ctyloidles) 



Buff^Iogf-^ss is ^ fine-Ie^vecl, native, socj-fof-ming, w^f-m-se^son, 
pef-enni^l. It is the cloiDin^nt species on the sbort-gf-^ss f-egion of the 
centf-^l Gf-e^t Plains. Genef-^lly, it grows 4- to 8 inches high ^nd pf-ocjuces 
leaves less th^n 1/8 inch wicje ^nd 3 to 6 inches long. It spf-e^cjs f-^picjly by 
suf-f^ce f-unnef-s ^nd fof-ms ^ dense , m^ttecl tuF-f C gF-eat for- lawns ). 
Gfowth begins in mid spr-ing and continues through the summer. 
Provides goocl gr-azing for- livestock. Its palatability, prevalence, and 
adaptation to a wicje f-ange of soil and climatic conditions make it an 
important fof-age species of the Gfeat Plains. 

Buffalogf-ass withstands long, heavy gr-azing better- than any othef- native 
gr-ass on ranges consistently subjected to severe use. It often survives as a 
neaf"ly pure stand. Because of its excellent ground cover-, ability to spread 
undef- use, wide climatic adaptation, and relative ease of establishment, 
Buffalogf-ass is ideally suited fof" erosion control on f-ange and 
pasturelands. The seed of the gr-ass is enclosed in haf"d buf-s. One ov more 
seeds are in each buf-.
